sentative Hepburn, of Iowa, chairman 
of the committee on interstate asi.l for- 
eign commerce. 
It was referred by 


Speaker Cannon to that committee for 
consideration and report. It is under- 
stood that President Rooseveh. in a 
message to congress, will make a re- 
commendation concerning it. 


One of the most interesting sections 


of the federation bill is that which 
seeks to relieve orsanized labor from 
the suppressive effects of the r<?cen: 
supreme court decision declaring labor 
unions to be conspiracies in restraint 
of trade, and. therefore, unlawful. The 
bill, broadly speaking, aims to restore 
to unions their right of peaceable ex- 
istence, including the right to strike, 
but leaving them still amenable to ih^ 
Sherman act in the matter of boycotts, 
picketing and similar coercive prac- 
tices. The section is as follows: 


"Nothing in said act. appovod July 


2. eighteen hundred and ninety, or in 
this act is intended, nor shali any pro- 
vision thereof be enforced, so as to 
interfere with or to restrict any right 
of employes to strike for any cause or 
to combine -ir to contract with each 
other or with e:nplovers, for the pur- 
pose 01 peaceably obtaining from em- 
ployt-rs sati.-iactory terms for their 
labor or satisfactory conditions of em- 
ployment, or so as to interfere with or 
rcpt'"<r ar>y r'^'nt of employers for any 
caiitfi. 
to discharge all or any of

Altoona Shops. 


Altoona, Pa., March 24.—Because of

Several times during Mr. Bry­ 
an’s illness his friends despaired of 
hi* recovery, but as Iato as Saturday 
night the report was given out that 
his condition had taken a turn for 
the better. His death, therefore, came 
as a surprise and a distinct shock. 


In Mr. Bryan the senate loses the 
seventh member by death since the 
adjournment of the Fifty-ninth con­ 
gress on March 4, a year ago.

were the two late senators from Ala­ 
bama, Mr. Morgan and Mr. Pettus; 
Mr. Mallory, of Florida; Mr. Latimer, 
of South Carolina; Mr. Proctor, of Ver­ 
mont; Mr. Whyte, of Maryland, and 
Mr. Bryan.

PINNED UNDER FALLEN TREE 


Held Prisoner For Eight Hours and 
Will Die From His Injuries. 


Millville, N. J., March 20. - Pinned 
beneath a tree h«* had just felled, 
miles from any house and alone in the 
•pine woods, in the 
cold and rain. 
Stacey Mason, of West Millville, had 
the worst experience of his life.

Rev Dr. Charles H. Fowler, bishop 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, and 
author of the twentieth century S21,- 
000,000 thank offering fund, died at his 
residence in New York. 


Bishop Fowler had been critically ill 
only since last Wednesday. His death 
was due to heart failure resulting from 
a complication of diseases. 


Rev. Charles Henry Fowler, D. D. 
LL. D., was born in Burford. Canada, 
Aug. 11. 1837. 
His family removed to 
Illinois in 1841, and the next ten years 
were spent on a farm in what was 
then a frontier community. 
In 1851 
young Fowler entered the Rook River 
seminary and in the spring of 1855 
entered Genesee Wesleyan seminary 
at Lima, N. Y. 
In the fall of the same 
year he entered Genesee college, from 
which he was graduated in 1859. 


He had not then decided to adopt 
the ministery as a profession, and 
a££er his graduation from college went 
to Chicago, where he began the study 
of law. 
But he had not well launched 
in his law studies before he determin­ 
ed that the ministery was his calling. 


He was made a bishop in 1884. 
He 
received the degree of D. D. from Gar­ 
rett Biblical institute and the degree 
of LL. D. from the Wesleyan univer­ 
sity. 


Battleship Fleet Will Visit Japan. 
The American battleship fleet is to 
visit Japan. The desire of the emperor 
of the Island Kingdom to play host to 
the 
“big sixteen’* was laid 
before 
Secretary Root by Baron Takahira, the 
Japanese ambassador. 
The invitation, 
which was couched in most cordial 
terms, was made the subject of ex­ 
tended 
consideration

Secretary Root was directed to accept 
the invitation. 


The acceptance of the Japanese in­ 
vitation is regarded in official circles' 
as of considerable importance in the 
way of a demonstration of the cordi­ 
ality existing between the American 
and Japanese govenments. 
The added 
trip is nearly equal in distance to a 
voyage from New York to Europe.

Ross 
told Jester to get out of the way and, 
turning, picked up a knife, which he 
tossed toward Jester. After the af­ 
fair Ross fled and has not been cap 
tured. 


Washington, March 24. — Tho bill 
prepared by the National Civic Fed­ 
eration after conferences with tho 
president and representatives of capi­ 
tal and of labor to relieve the string­ 
ency of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
was introduced in tho house by Repre­ 
sentative Hepburn, of Iowa, chairman 
of the committee on interstate and for­ 
eign commerce. 
It was referred by 
Speaker Cannon to that committee for 
consideration and report. 
It is under­ 
stood that President Roosevelt, in a 
message to congress, will make a re­ 
commendation concerning it. 


One of the most interesting sections 
of tho federation bill is that which 
seeks to relieve organized labor from 
the suppressive effects of the recent 
supreme court decision declaring labor 
unions to be conspiracies in restraint 
of trade, and, therefore, unlawful. The 
bill, broadly speaking, aims to restore 
to unions their right of peaceable ex­ 
istence, including the right to strike, 
but leaving them still amenable to the 
Sherman act in the m atter of boycotts, 
picketing and similar coercive prac­ 
tices. 
The section is as follows; 


“Nothing in said act, appoved July 
2, eighteen hundred and ninety, or in 
this act is intended, nor shall any pro­ 
vision thereof be enforced, so as to 
interfere with or to restrict any right 
of employes to strike for any cause or 
to combine or to contract with each 
other or with employers, for the pur­ 
pose of peaceably obtaining from em 
ploycrs satisfactory terms for their | 
labor or satisfactory conditions of em­ 
ployment. or so as to interfere with or , 
restrict any right of employers for any 
cause 
to 
discharge 
all 
or any of 
their employes, or to combine or to 
contract with each other or with em­ 
ployes, for the purpose of peaceably 
obtaining labor or satisfactory terms.” 


The bill has been prepared under 
the auspices of the National Civic 
Federation in consultation, (11 tV.

United 
States 
Senator 
William 
Pinckney Whyte 
died 
at his home 
In Baltimore, Md.( at the age of eighty- 
three years. 
He was taken ill while 
In Washington on March 12, and re­ 
turned as soon as possible. 
Erysipe­ 
las developed and his condition be­ 
came worse. 
Tuesday afternoon the 
senator suffered a sinking spell, but 
recovered wonderfully and was consci­ 
ous until the final convulsion that end­ 
ed in his death. 
The end was peace­ 
ful and is said to have been precisely 
such as he had expressed a wish for. 


Senator Whyte, who was affection­ 
ately referred to and addressed as 
“governor” by nearly every one who 
knew him, has been in public life since 
1847. 
He was b<»rn in this city Aug. 
9, 1821, and was the son of .Joseph 
and grandson of Dr. John Campbell 
Whyte. 
His 
maternal 
grandfather 
was the fame.! 
lawyer and orator, 
William Pinckney. lit' engaged in bus­ 
iness for two years, following which 
he graduated at law at Harvard in 
1845. 
His political career may be 
said to have begun with his election 
to the house of delegates of the Mary­ 
land legislature of 1847-8, since which 
time he has held nearly every office 
in the gift of the people of his state.

One can hardly Imagine a Chinaman 
without his queue. 
Yet this mode of 
wearing the hair is of comparatively 
recent origin, dating back only some 
four or five hundred years—a 
very 
short timo as antiquity 
counts 
in 
China, 
Tho fashion was Inlroduced by 
the conquering Manchus, who succeed- 
ed in making it national by an edict 
that no criminal should be allowed to 
wear a queue. It must be admitted that 
the queue is a graceful and becoming 
method of dressing the hair, and the 
shaven front part of the head gives an 
effecl of dignily and benevolence to Ce- 
lestial faces that they would not other- 
wise possess. 
In fact, fashion does for 
the Chinaman what Nature does for the 
Western type when she dignifies and 
distinguishes a man by depriving him 
of hair on the top of his head. In China 
the queue is the sign of manhood, and 
no American boy yearns so ardently for 
his first pair of pants as the Chinese 
boy to have the front of his head shav- 
ed and the 
queue fairly started on its 
! way. 
Then he feels himself a man 
at 
last, and condescends to his sisters and 
snubs the babies of a sznaller growth 
whose hair is still tied in a topknot 
with red cord or ribbon. 


The etiquette of the queue is arbit 
rary and complex, and on ceremonial 
occasions It plays quite a part. 
No 
self-rcspecting 
Chinese 
gentleman 
would be seen with his queue tied up 
in a knot; it must always hang its 
full glossy length, 
finished 
off at the 
tip with a silk taFsel. 
Your "No. 1 
boy" may occasionally put the end in 
his pocket, if it is likely to be in the 
way, but he will take it out before com- 
ing into your presence, 
unless 
he 
wishes to be disrespectful. 
I have no- 
ticed. too, that a Chinaman on a bi- 
cycle alw^ays takes 
the very 
neces- 
sary precaution of putting the end of 
his queue safely in his pocket. 
Tho 
poorer Chinese and the coolie class roll 
their up into a knot, or twist it round 
the head', for it would be decidedly in 
the way when they are working. This 
simple, fact marks the great social di- 
vision between the better Chinese class 
and the coolies, and once a coolie has 
worn his queue hanginp. down his back, 
he will, if he has any social ambition, 
do anything rather than knot it up 
again. 
A house coolie of ray acquaint- 
ance was, on one occasion, brought in- 
to the dining-room to assist in wait- 
ing on some extra guests, and untied 
his queue for the occasion. 
But he 
could never be persuaded to tie it up 
ai?:ain. and had to be dismissed since 
he made but an indifferent house boy, 
though an excellent coolie, 


A Chinaman lakes great pride in his 
queue, and devotes more time and at- 
tention to it than to any other portion 
of his person. 
Barbershops are, nat- 
urally, extremely plentiful and always 
well patronized. 
Not only does 
the 
barber shampoo the hair and shave the 
front of the head of his customers, but 
he also turns his attention to their 
ears, and scrapes Iheir 
eyelids in 
a 
horrible fashion, giving rise to much 
of the ophthalmia so 
prevalent 
in 
China. 
The itinerant barber Is also to 
be met everywhere. 
His customers are 
the coolies, who are content with less 
careful work, and who do not at all 
object to being shaved In the street, or 
wherever they may be. 
The razor of 
the street barber is a rough piece of 
metal, 
needing 
frequent 
stropping, 
and he uses hot water and no soap. 


All purely Chinese queues are black, 
though I have seen a decidedly brown 
one, only to discover that the owner 
was not purely Chinese. 
And 
yet, 
though all of the same color, there is 
no monotony in the queues. 
There are 
few things more fascinating than 
a 
study of the variety of "pigtails" in 
the streets of a Chinese city. 
There is 
the long, fat, rope-like tail of beauli- 
fully-braided. glossy hair, the 
end 
reaching to the knees, and all the va- 
rious giadalions between that and the 
pathetic thin 
gray wisp, 
that 
has 
much ado to reach the bent shoulders of 
an old man! 
Then there is the queue 
that commences so promisingly at the 
top, where it is thick and heavy, aiid 
suddenly tails off into a thin string, 
that one strongly suspects is mostly 
silk cord. 
There is the queue 
that 
never makes any pretense at being lux- 
uriant, a thin, long, miserable speci- 
men, resembling nothing so much 
as a 
boot-lace. 


There is character, too. In Iho queue, 
I have one in my mind now, hea\y .ind 
thick, always beautifully braided, with 


but a Chinaman 
wiio 
wishes 
to 
be 
known as a man of fashion and sbme- 
thinig of a lake, braids his queue rather 
loosely at the neck. 
On the death of 
a parent the queue must not be comb- 
ed. nor the front hair shaved, for a 
period of one hundred days, 
though 
this point of etiquette is seldom ob- 
served literally. 
For deep mourning 
a strand of white cord is braided into 
the queue about half-way down, and a 
little later on this is changed for a blue 
one. For a wedding or festival, on any 
occasion for joy, the queue Is braided 
with red, the "happy" color in China.' 


Though a Chinaman does not have 
to shave his chin, since he can I'arely 
cultivate more than a few stray hairs 
there, yet he is not free from 
the 
tyranny of the barber, and frequently 
has cause to complain that the barber 
shaves too vigorously. 
The queue suf- 
fers 
from the encroachments of tho 
razor, and, as a thick and heavy queue

all if the salesman show's him some­ 
thing a little larger for $200.

One can hardly imagine a Chinaman 
without his queue. 
Yet this mode of 
wearing the hair is of comparatively 
recent origin, dating back only some 
four or five hundred years—a 
very 
short time as antiquity 
counts 
in 
China. 
The fashion was introduced by 
the conquering Manchus, who succeed­ 
ed in making it national by an edict 
that no criminal should be allowed to 
wear a queue. It must be admitted that 
the queue is a graceful and becoming 
method of dressing the hair, and the 
shaven front part of the head gives an 
effect of dignity and benevolence to Ce­ 
lestial faces that they would not other­ 
wise possess. 
In fact, fashion does for 
the Chinaman what Nature does for the 
Western type when she dignifies and 
distinguishes a man by depriving him 
of hair 011 the top of his head. In China 
the queue is the sign of manhood, and 
no American boy yearns so ardently for 
his first pair of pants as the Chinese 
boy to have the front of his head shav­ 
ed and the queue fairly started on its 
way. Then he feels himself a man at 
last, and condescends to his sisters and 
snubs the babies of a smaller growth 
whose hair is still tied in a topknot 
with red cord or ribbon. 


The etiquette of the queue is arbit 
rary and complex, and on ceremonial 
occasions it plays quite a part. 
No 
self-rcspecting 
Chinese 
gentletaan 
would be seen with his queue tied up 
in a knot; it must always hang its 
full glossy length, finished off at the 
lip with a silk ta?sel. 
Your “No. 1 
boy” may occasionally put the end in 
his pocket, if it is likely to be in the 
way, but he will take it out before com­ 
ing into your presence, 
unless 
he 
wishes to be disrespectful. 
I have no­ 
ticed, too, that a Chinaman 011 a bi­ 
cycle always takes the very neces­ 
sary precaution of putting the end of 
his queue safely in his pocket. The 
poorer Chinese and the coolie class roll 
their up into a knot, or twist it round 
the head', for it would be decidedly in 
the way when they are working. This 
simple, fact marks the great social di­ 
vision between the better Chinese class 
and the coolies, and once a coolie has 
worn his queue hanging down liis back, 
he will, if lie has any social ambition, 
do anything rather than knot it up 
again. 
A house coolie of my acquaint­ 
ance was, on one occasion, brought in­ 
to the dining-room to assist in wait­ 
ing on some extra guests, and untied 
his queue for the occasion. 
But he 
could never be persuaded to tie it up 
again, and had to be dismissed since 
he made but an indifferent house boy, 
though an excellent coolie. 


A Chinaman takes great pride in his 
queue, and devotes more time and at­ 
tention to it than to any other portion 
of his person. 
Barbershops are, nat­ 
urally, extremely plentiful and always 
well patronized. 
Not only does the 
barber shampoo the hair and shave the 
front of the head of his customers, but 
he also turns his attention to their 
ears, and scrapes their 
eyelids in 
a 
horrible fashion, giving rise to much 
of the ophthalmia so 
prevalent 
in 
China. 
The itinerant barber is also to 
be met everywhere.

the coolies, who are content with less 
careful work, and who do not at all 
object to being shaved in the street, or 
wherever they may be. 
The razor of 
the street barber is a rough piece of 
metal, 
needing 
frequent 
stropping, 
and he uses hot water and 110 soap. 


All purely Chinese queues are black, 
though I have seen a decidedly brown 
one, only to discover that the owner 
was not purely Chinese. 
And 
yet, 
though all of the same color, there is 
no monotony in the queues. There are 
few things more fascinating than a 
study of the variety of “pigtails’* in 
the streets of a Chinese city. 
There is 
the long, fat, rope-like tail of beauti­ 
fully-braided, glossy hair, the 
end 
reaching to the knees, and all the va­ 
rious giadations between that and the 
pathetic thin 
gray wisp, 
that 
has 
much ado to reach the bent shoulders of 
an old man! 
Then there is the queue 
that commences so promisingly at the 
top, where it is thick and heavy, and 
suddenly tails off into a thin string, 
that one strongly suspects is mostly 
silk cord. 
There is the queue that 
never makes any pretense at being lux­ 
uriant, a thin, long, miserable speci­ 
men, resembling nothing so much as a 
boot-lace. 


There is character, too, in the queue, 


I have one in my mind now, heavy .md 
thick, always beautifully braided, with 


but a Chinaman who 
wishes 
to he 
known as a man of fashion and sbme- 
thimg of a lake, braids his queue rather 
loosely at the neck. 
On the death of 
a parent the queue must not be comb­ 
ed, nor the front hair shaved, for a 
period of one hundred days, 
though 
this point of etiquette is seldom ob­ 
served literally. 
For deep mourning 
a strand of white cord is braided into 
the queue about half-way down, and a 
little later on this is changed for a blue 
one. For a wedding or festival, 011 any 
occasion for joy, the queue is braided 
with red, the “happy” color in China. 


Though a Chinaman does not have 
to shave his chin, since he can x'arely 
cultivate more than a few stray hairs 
there, yet he is not free from 
the 
tyranny of the barber, and frequently 
has cause to complain that the barber 
shaves too vigorously. The queue suf­ 
fers 
from the encroachments of tho 
razor, and, as a thick and heavy queue

Wrlnkleton States His View* on 
the Subject of Vacations. 


“11 isn’t the call of the wild,” said 
Mr. Wrinkleton, "nor the call ot the

“I find my work now dragging on 
^tne; it takes me twice as loug to 
do anything now as it did a month 
ago. and I don’t do it half so well. As 
a matter of fact I don't feel like doing 
a blessed thing; that is, in the way 
of labor. 
I could loaf or I could play 
with great strenuosity, but on my 
labor side I am all run down. 
W hat 
I want and need is a change. 
I want 
to go on my vacation. 


We wind up our labor machinery 
to run just about so long, about one 
year; and after that we need a com- 
plete rewinding. 
Sleep will check the 
unwinding of the spring, 
and even 
wind it up again sufficiently to keep 
us going from day to day for tfte 
period the clock is intended to run, 
but when it comes to the end of the 
year we are all uncoiled, and then 
there is nothing to do but to wind 
up completely again, which we do 
automatically on our vacation, the 
power we develop in loafing or play 
being stored in the spring. 


“I have known men who never foolc 
a vacation and who 
yet, 
worXing 
along thus steadily without a break, 
did their work well, but I am con* 
vinced that it doesn't pay. 
And 1 am 
satisfied that the men who do keep 
plugging along and doing their work 
well, without taking any vacation at 
all, pay for it in the end. 


“So I think everybody ought to haVe 
a vacation, but I do think tha> per­ 
haps many of us think too much about 
it and wind ourselves up for the year 
with too narrow a margin left over. 
You see how this sort of thing Oper­ 
ates with a good many people in their 
winding of themselves 
for a 
day’s 
work; they stop all of a sudden and 
go all to pieces the minute the whistle 
blows. 
You can’t get a lick of work 
out of them after that. 


“And it’s so, I fear, with many of 
us about our vacations; we want to 
go when our time comes and we’re 
no good after that.”—New York Sun. 


Army Language. 


In the army there are expressions 
peculiar to itself. 
Heard from the 
first time by outsiders, they need in­ 
terpretation. 


Among the most common are “hike,” 
for “m arch;” “striker,” for a soldier 
serving as a body servant or house­

room!” “citz clothes,” for “civilian 
d ress;” “commissaries” for “grocer­ 
ie s;” “coffee cooler,” for an officer 
who is always looking for an easy job 
in some staff position; “found,” when 
an officer fails to pass his examina­ 
tion ; “shavetail,” for a youngster just 
out of West Point. 
Among the sol­ 
diers the expressions have multiplied 
until quite a vocabulary of strange 
words has been established. 


“Bobtail” 
is 
a 
dishonorable 
dis­ 
charge. 
“Orderly bucker” is a sol­ 
dier who when going on guard duty 
strives by extra neatness of appear­ 
ance to be appointed orderly to one 
of the officers. 
“Dog robber” is the 
soldier’s contemptuous expression for 
“striker.” 


Survivals, Not Americanisms. 


The accepted manner of defining 
Americans, either male or female, in 
the London comic papers or in sec­ 
ond-rate English novels is to 
lard 
their speech plentifully with “calcu­ 
late” and “guess” and with “well” at 
the opening of each sentence. 
This 
mode of marking, or any other is in 
itself totally unimportant, 
but 
lin­ 
guistically it is not without interest, 
for while it is purely conventional as 
now used and has no relation to any 
American habits of the present day, 
whether good or bad, it is pleasant 
to note that the hard-worked insular 
humorists need not have gone so fffr 
afield to find the words necessary for 
the identification of Americans. They 
really had but to turn to the “New 
Letters” of Thomas Carlyle (Vol. 1, 
p. 178), and there read the following 
sentence: 
“He has brought you a 
Fox’s book of Martyrs, which I cal­ 
culate will go in the parcel today; 
you will get right good reading out 
of it, I guess,”—From “The Origin of 
Certain Americanisms,” by Senator 
H, C, Lodge, in the Scribner.

Before the German Society of Phys­ 
ics, F. Dessauer recently exhibited 
an apparatus fcr the production of 
X-rays of extraordinary penetrating 
power, his idea being that such rays 
might prove useful in the medical 
treatm ent of deep-seated diseases. By 
employing Roentgen tubes in which 
the exhaustion of the air is carried 
to a very high degree, and through 
which, in consequence, the electric 
discharge can be sent only by means 
of a very great tension, he produced 
rays so penetrating that they readily 
passed through the bones as well as 
the fiesh, so that a radiograph of the 
hand made with these rays showed 
hardly any image of the bones. 
With 
ordinary rays the nergy at the surfac9 
of the body is a hundred times more 
intense than at a depth of five milli­ 
metres in the tissues.

Experience shows me that it is 
useless to bait a wolf trap with a part of a. dead wolf. His kinsmen shun 
it in disgust, unless absolutely famished. 


Obviously r.o race can live by cannibalism, and this Is instinctively recog- 


nized by all the higher animals. In other words, the law against murder has 
been hammered into them by natural selection, and so fully established that 
not only will they abs'ain from preying on one of their own tribe, but will 
rally to rescue one whose life is threatened. 
The fact that there are excep- 


tional cases does net disprove the law among beasts any more than among 
men.—From The Century.

Old Landmarks That Arc Crumbling 


Away. 


Now that the Valley Forge Park is 


attracting a throng of visitors to the 
most famous historic grounds in the 
suburbs of Philadelphia, the destruc- 
tion and 
general desolation 
which 


surround the famous old mills, which 
once made the place a thriving vii- 
liage, seem more pronounced. There 
are several of these mills still stand- 
Ing, but some 
of them are simply 


crumbling away. And those that were 
most famous in the past are utter 
wrecks at the present day. 


The shoddy mill, near the railroad 


station, is one of the most interesting 
of these structures. It was built at the 
time when shoddy first began to be 
used in 
manufacturing, 
by Henrr 


Arthur. After tae death of Arthur 
the mill was leased by John Senior, 
who made blankets aad yarn th^re. 
It is claimed that Senior went out of 
the business when his lease expired, 
and t3e place has now been empty 
for more than twenty-five years. 


Lower down Valley Creek, and near- 


er to the river, stands—or rat.ier crum- 
bles the old flour inill built by Naihaa 
and Caleb Jones. They made flour 
in it until 1SC3, when Isaiah Kuauer 
bought i: and i:nii-d it Into a 
ir.ni. Alter some years Jolin Penny- 
packtr succeeded Isaiah Kna'ic-r, an J 
he In firn was succeeded by a com- 
pany which enlarged the ujill and be- 
gan en a huge scu!.? :.o make payer 
out cf palm leaf. 


The palm leaf payer was to have 


been a wonderful and very lucrative 
stuff, but it shov.'C-d, unfurtaautely, 
upon being made, certain imperfec- 
tions In the form of little glazed spots. 
The company made every possible en- 
deavor to do away with the grazed 
spots, but did not succeed. The con- 
cern gave up the mill, which was oc- 
cupied by several other firms. About 
eleven years ago the last firm aban- 
doned it, and it has been unoccupied 
ever since. One-half of the old struc- 
ture is a complete ruin, the side wall 
having crumbled away, and the other 
half has taken on an air cf general 
dilapidation. 


In the roomy old structure known as 


the Belfry ii-11. because of Its belfry- 
like tower, woollens were mads early 
i*7 the nineteenth century. Chailes K. 
Rcgers owned tae mil! and Co!. Wa- 
ters who ran it fir^c. made Kentucky 
jeans. Others succeeded him. but the 
old Belfry Mill has now been Idle, with 
the exception cf a f£--.r months' ex- 
perimenting, for more than twenty 
years. 


Other old mills were once flourish- 


ing In Valley Forge that are now en- 
tirely deniolishe-.l. Old residents tell 
of 
a gun factory -where 
flintlock 


rifles and hor^e pistols were turned 
out, and of other famous old struc- 
tures that did a flourishing business 
in the days when the place was a 
thriving village.—Philadelphia Ledger.

A Sewing Screen. 


•A sewing screen Is a useful adjunct 


to the sewing room, and may easily be 
ma tie at home. It is twofold, each leaf 
being three feet wide and five feet ia 
height. The frame is stained to rep- 
resent Flemish oak. The side is cov- 
ered with dull green burlap, with a 
strip of flowered tapestry across the 
top. The other has a pocket eighteen 
inches deep 2.1 the base of each leaf, 
and a row of pockets nine inches deep 
across the top. 
These are made of 


cretonne, aud are held in shape by 
elastic tope run la the hem. Across the 
middle of each leaf is a shelf nine 
inches broad, made of 
thin 
board, 


These shelves are held in place by 
§i!t chains suspending them at either 
end, and are easily let down when the 
screen Is closed. A slender strip run- 
ning across above each shelf has short, 
upright bits of wire at intervals, which, 
serve as spools and i iliffihie holders. 
Needle-book and pincushions hang up- 
on the frame. Place the screen at the 
right hand of the person sitting at the 
machine.—Home Herald. 


For Tcugh Meats. 


In tbe matter of cooking meats it is 


well known, though the knowledge is 
not put into practice as often as it 
should be, that the more slowly it is 
boiled, the more tender and tasty it 
becomes. A tough piece of meat, if al- 
lowed to boil briskly for half an hour 
to set the surface albumen, then drawn 
back where it will barely simmer for 
several hours, or until perfectly ten- 
der, then left to cool in the waier in 
which it was boiled, will come out very 
tender, juicy and appetizing: while tho 
same piece of meat, if kept 
rapidly 


boiling until it falls from the bone, 
then aished up, will still be tough, 
dry and tasteless. Simmering dees not 
mean boiling, but the water must be 
kept at boiling heat, and a very little 
ebullition will attest to the fact that 
It is. Too much water must not be 
added at- first, and much of it may be 
allowed to evaporate, and in this way 
tlie remainder makes excellent gravy. 
The pot should be kept closed, to con- 
fine the steam, and in this way the 
cooking will be much more even. Try 
this method with 
your next tough 


piece of meat, or old fowl.—The Coni- 
mo.ner.

greased, turn to brown on both sides. 


Carrot Fritters.—Boil three large car- 


rots until very soft, and masli fine. Stir 
in three tablespoonfuls of sifted flour, 
two beaten eggs, two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, a little salt and pepper, moisten 
with cream and beat well. 
Drop by 


tablespoonfuls into very hot fat. Drain 
on brown paper and sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar. 


Beet Pudding.—"With a brush clean 


three large blood beets, boil until quite 
tender, remove the skins and 
chop 


coarsely, about the size of peas. Add 
a pint of milk, two well-beaten eggs, 
a tablespoonful of soft butter, season 
to taste with pepper and salt, and a 
little sugar if you have a sweet tooth. 
Bake 15 or 20 minutes. 


Onions.—Peel medium-sized onions, 


boil 10 minutes, pour off water, add 
boiling water to cover. "When a little 
more than half tender skim out, drain, 
put into a well-buttered granite basin, 
dot with bits of butter, season to taste 
with salt and white pepper. Sprinkle 
freely with finely chopped cheese and 
bake 20 minutes or until the onions 
are soft. 


Sausage With Apples.—Is not a vege- 


table dish, but as it is very appetizing 
the method of preparing is given. Make 
sausage meat into little rolls about two 
inches long. "With an apple corer re- 
move the cores from firm-fleshed, rnlld, 
tart apples, arrange on a deep granite 
pie tin, put a sausage roll Into each 
apple and bake until the apples are 
soft but not to lose their shape. 


Potatoes a la Princess.—Peel, boil, 


mash, season highly with cream, but- 
ter, salt and pepper, pack firmly while 
warm in a rather deep, well-battered 
tin. "When cold and firm, invert in an- 
other tin, but in small slices, half or 
three-quarters of sn Inch thick, cip in 
melted butter, then in beaten egg, place 
in a buttered tin and bake 10 minutes 
in a hot oven. 
A pancake lifter or 


shovel will aid in keeping the slices en- 
tire. 


Potato Disks.—To hot mashed pota- 


toes, seasoned as for the table, 
add 


two beaten er.^s and a little flour, ilix 
with it half the qaantity of cold, chop- 
ped beef, ham or chicken. Flour the 
molding board, roll out the potato mix- 
ture three-quarters of an inch thick, 
cut with a large round cooking cut- 
ter, arrange on a fiat surface, sprinkle 
lightly with bread crumbs, and bake 
utitil brown. 
The crumbs may 
be 


omitted If preferred.

"Weighs In." 


It is not generally knov/n that ven- 
ison warrants are sent to tho Lord 
Mayor of l^ondon and sheriffs by com- 
mand of the King twice a year, says 
Tit-Bits. 
In July warrants for bucks 
are issued, and in December for does. 
In the year 1101 the King then reign- 
ing granted and confirmed by charter 
that "the citizens 
of London 
shall 
have all the rights and privileges to 
the hunt in the 
royal demesnes as 
well and as 
full as their 
ancestors 
had.'* 
Eventually, however, 
the citi- 
zens were debarred from enjoying the 
chase in tho royal parks, and, as a 
solatium, it was ordered that the Lord 
Mayor of London 
and the 
sheriffs 
should be supplied annually M'ilh so 
nianv deer from the royal parks and 
forests. 
This order was issued some 
centuries ago, and ever since the First 
Commissioner of Works 
has yearly 
sent the warrant for the venison for 
the occupiers of the Mansion House 
to the City Remembrancer. 


Another old custom in association 
with London's mayorality is the pre 
senting 
of fruit 
by the 
Fruiterers' 
Company to the Lord Mayor and the 
Lad}^ Mayoress. 
The 
cernmony 
ap- 
pears to have originated in the four- 
teenth century, and at one time was 
a very picturesque affair. 
Nowadays, 
however, tho presentation of the fruit 
is taken 
as a matter of course 
and 
without ceremony. 
In days gone by

The Law Against IQilling 


Heep Rooted 
Feeling Against 
Miir^ 
dor Exists 
in Most Animals

HERE is a deep-rooted feeling against murder in most ani- 
mals. 
Thoir senses tell them that this is one of their own 
race, and their instinct that, therefore, it is not lawful prey. 
New-born rattlesnakes will strike instantly at a stranger of 
any other species, but never at one of themselves. 
I have 
seen a young mink, still blind, suck at a mother cat till fed, 
then try to kill her. 
Though a blood-thirsty creature, it 
would never have attacked its own mother. 


Wild animals often fight for the mastery, usually over 
a question of mates, but in virtually 
all cases the fight is over when one 
yields. 
The vanquished can save himself either by submission or by 
flight. 
What is commoner than to see the weaker of two dogs disarm his conqueror 
by grovoling on the ground? 
The victor in a fight between two cats is sat- 
isfied when the foe 
flies; 
he will not puraue him twenty yards. 
In 
either 
case, had the enemy been of another race, the victor would have followed 
and killed him. 


What makes the difference? 
Obviously not a reasoned-out conclusion, 
but a deep instinctive fceiing—the recognition of the unwritten 'law against 
unnecessarily killing one's own kind. 


There are doubtless exceptions 
to this. 
Cannibalism Is recorded 
of 
many species, but investigation shows that it is rare except in the lowest 
forms, and among creatures demoralised by domestication or captivity. 
Tho 
higher the animais are. tlui more repugnant does cannibalism become. 
It is 
seldom indulged in except under dire stress of famine. 
Nothing but actual 
starvation induced Nansen's dogs to eat the flesh of their comrades, although 
it was offered to Ihom in a disguised form. 
Experience shows me that it is 
useless to bait a wolf trap with a part of a dead wolf. 
His kinsmen ehun 
it in disgust, unless absolute-ly famishod. 


Obviously no race can live by cannibalism, and this is instinctively recog- 
nized by all tho higher animals. 
In other words, the law against murder has 
been hammered into them by natural selection, and so fully established that 
not only will they abstain from preying on one of their own tribe, but will 
rally to rescue one whose life is threatened. 
The fact that there are excep- 
tional cases does not disprove the law among beasts any more than among 
men.—From The Century. 


Old Landmarks That Are Crumbling 


Away. 


Now that the Valley Forge Park is 
attracting a throng of visitors to the 
most famous historic grounds in the 
Euburbs of Philadelphia, the destruc- 
tion and 
general desolation 
which 
surround the fftmous old mills, which 
once made the place a thriving vll- 
liage, seem more pronounced. 
There 
are several of these mills still stand- 
ing, but some 
of them are 
simply 
crumbling away. 
And those that were 
most famous in the past are 
utter 
wrecks at the present day. 


The shoddy mill, near the railroad 
station, is one of the most interesting 
of these structures. It was built at tho 
time when shoddy first began to bo 
used In 
manufacturing, 
by 
Henry 
Arthur. 
After the 
death 
of 
Arthur 
the mill was leased by John Senior, 
who made blankets aud yarn 
there. 
It is claimed that Senior wont out of 
the business when his lease expired, 
and the place has now been 
empty 
for more than Iwonty-five years. 


Lower down Valley Creek, and near- 
er to the rivor, stands—or rather crum- 
bles the old flour mill built by Nathan 
and Caleb ,Tones. 
They 
made 
flour 
in it until 1SC5. when Isaiah Knauer 
bought it and turned it into a paper 
mill. 
After some years John Ponny- 
packer succeeded Isaiah Knauer. and 
ho in turn v/as succeeded by a com- 
pany which enlarged the mill and be- 
gan on a huge scale to make paper 
out of palm leaf. 


The palm loaf paper was to have 
boon a wonderful and very lucrative 
stuff, but 
it showed, 
unfortunately, 
upon being made, certain imjierfoc- 
tions in the form of little glazed spots. 
The company made every possible en- 
deavor to do away with the glazed 
spots, but did not succeed. 
The con- 
corn gave up the mill, which was oc- 
cupied by several other firms. About 
eleven years ago tho last firm aban- 
doned it, and it has been unoccupied 
over since. One-half of the old struc- 
ture is a complete ruin, the side wall 
having crumbled away, and the other 
half has taken on an air of general 
dilapidation. 


In the roomy old structure known as 
the Belfry Mill, because of its belfry- 
like tower, woollens were made early 
in the nineteenth century. Charles H. 
Rogers owned the mill and Col. \Va- 
tors who ran it firfrt, made Kentucky 
jeans. 
Others succeeded him, but the 
old Belfry Mill has now been idle, with 
the exception of a few month^' ex- 
perimenting, 
for more 
than 
twenty 
years. 


Other old mills were once 
flourish- 
ing in Valley Forge that are now en- 
tirely demolished. 
Old residents tell 
of 
a gun 
factory ^vhere 
flintlock 
rifles and hor.-^o pistols were 
turned 
out, and of other famous old struc- 
tures that did a 
flourishing 
business 
in the days when the placo was a 
thriving village.- -Philadelphia Ledger.

A Sewing Screen. 


*A sewing screen is a useful adjunct 
to the sewing room, and may easily be 
made at home. It is twofold, each leaf 
being three feet wide and five feet in 
height. 
The frame is stained to rep- 
resent Flemish oak. 
The side is cov- 
ered wilh dull green burlap, 'with a 
strip of 
flowered 
tapestry across the 
top. 
The olher has a pocket eighteen 
Inches deep at the base of each leaf, 
and a row of pockets nine inches deep 
across the top. 
These are made of 
crelonne, and are held in shape by 
clastic tope run in the hem. Across the 
middle of each leaf is a shelf 
nine 
Inches broad, made of 
thin 
board, 
These shelves are held in place by 
fillL chains suspending them at either 
end, and are easily let down when the 
screen is closed. 
A slender strip run- 
ning across above each shelf has short, 
upright bits of wire at intervals, which 
serve as spools and thimble holders. 
Needle-bobk and pincushions hang up- 
on the fi^ame. Place the screen at the 
right hand of the person sitting at the 
machine.—^Home Herald.

For Tough 
Meats. 


In the matter of cooking meats it Is 
well known, though the knowledge is 
not put into practice as often as it 
should be, that the more slowly it is 
boiled, the more tender and tasty it 
becomes. ' A tough piece of meat, if al- 
lowed to boil briskly for half an hour 
to set the surface albumen, then drawn 
back where it will barely simmer for 
several hours, or until perfectly ten- 
der, then left to cool in the water in 
which it was boiled, will come out very 
tender, juicy and appetizing; while tho 
same piece of meat, if kept 
rapidly 
boiling until it falls from the bone, 
then 
dished up, will still be tough, 
dry and tasteless. 
Simmering does not 
mean boiling, but the water must be 
kept at boiling heat, and a very little 
ebullition will attest to the fact that 
it is. 
Too much water must not be 
added at- first, and much of it may he 
allowed to evaporate, and in this way 
the remainder makes excellent gravy. 
The pot should be kept closed, to con- 
fine the steam, and in this way the 
cooking wiil be much more even. 
Try 
this method 
wirh 
your next 
tough 
piece of meat, or old fowl.—The Com- 
moner.

New Ways with Old 
Vegetables. 


Nasturtium 
Vinegar.—Chop 
green 
but mature nasturtium seeds, and shred 
the 
flowers. 
Keep under vinegar 
24 
hours or more, then press, strain and 
bottle.—Sarah E. Wilcox, in the Coun- 
try Gentleman. 


Squash Cakes.—Bind 
cold 
boiled 
mashed squash with beaten e^g and a 
little flour. Season with salt, make In- 
to cakes with the hands and fry on a 
pancake griddle that has been 
well 
greased, turn to brown on both sides. 


Carrot Fritters.—Boil three large car- 
rots until very soft, and mash fine. Stir 
in three tablespoonfuls of sifted flour, 
two beaten eggs, two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, a little salt and pepper, moisten 
wilh cream and beat well. 
Drop by 
tablespoonfuls into very hot fat. 
Drain 
on brown paper and sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar. 


Beet Pudding.—With a brush clean 
three large blood beets, boil until quite 
tender, remove the skins and 
chop 
coarsely, about the size of peas. Add 
a pint of milk, two well-beaten eggs, 
a tablespoonful of soft butter, season 
to taste with pepper and salt, and a 
little sugar if you have a sweet tooth. 
Bake 15 or 20 minutes. 


Onions.—Peel 
medium-sized 
onions, 
boil 10 minutes, pour off water, add 
boiling water to cover. 
When a little 
more than half tender skim out, drain, 
put Into a well-buttered granite basin, 
dot with bits of butter, season to taste 
with salt and white pepper, 
Sprinkle 
freely with finely chopped cheese and 
bake 20 minutes or until the onions 
are soft. 


Sausage Willi Apples.—Is not a vege- 
table dish, but as it is very appetizing 
the method of preparing is given. Make 
sausage meat into little rolls about two 
Inches long. 
With an apple corer re- 
move the cores from firm-fleshed, mild, 
tart apples, arrange on a deep granite 
pie tin, put a sausage roll into each 
apple and bake until the apples are 
soft but not to lose their shape. 


Potatoes a la Princess.—Peel, 
boil, 
mash, season highly with cream, but- 
ter, salt and pepper, pack firmly while 
warm in a rather deep, well-buttered 
tin. When cold and firm, invert in an- 
other tin, but in small slices, half or 
three-quarters of an inch thick, dip in 
melted butter, then in beaten egg, place 
in a buttered tin and bake 10 minutes 
in a hot oven. 
A pancake llfier or 
shovel will aid in keeping the slices en- 
tire. 


Potato Disks.—To hot mashed pota- 
toes, seasoned as for the table, 
add 
two beaten egi^s and a liitle flour. Mix 
wilh it half the quanliiy oi? cold, chop- 
ped beef, ham or chicken. 
Flour the 
molding board, roll out the potato mix- 
ture three-quarters of an inch 
thick, 
cut wilh a large round cooking cut- 
ter, arrange on a flat surface, sprinkle 
lightly with bread crumbs^ and bake 
until brown.

Mayor of London—A Mayor Who 


“Weighs In.” 


It is not generally known that ven­ 
ison w arrants are sent to the Lord 
Mayor of London and sheriffs by com­ 
mand of the King twice a year, says 
Tit-Bits. 
I11 July w arrants for bucks 
are issued, and in December for does. 
I11 the year 1101 the King then reign­ 
ing granted and confirmed by charter 
that “the citizens 
of London 
shall 
have all the rights and privileges to 
the hunt In the 
royal demesnes as 
well and as 
full as their 
ancestors 
had.” 
Eventually, however, 
the citi­ 
zens were debarred from enjoying the 
chase in the royal parks, and, as a 
solatium, it was ordered that the Lord 
Mayor of London 
and the 
sheriffs 
should be supplied annually with so 
nianv deer from the royal parks and 
forests. 
This order was issued some 
centuries ago, and ever since the First 
Commissioner of Works 
has yearly 
sent the w arrant for the venison for 
the occupiers of the Mansion House 
to the City Remembrancer. 


Another old custom in association 
with London’s mayorality is the pre­ 
senting 
of fruit 
by the 
F ruiterers’ 
Company to the Lord Mayor and the 
Ladjr Mayoress. 
The 
ceremony ap­ 
pears to have originated in the four­ 
teenth century, and at one time was 
a very picturesque affair. 
Nowadays, 
however, the presentation of the fruit 
is taken 
as a m atter of course 
and 
without ceremony. 
In days gone by 
the master, wardens and clerk of the 
Fruiterers’ Company attended at the 
end of November at the Guildhall and 
apprised the Lord Mayor of the pres­ 
entation, informing 
him that twelve 
bushels of apples 
of various 
kinds 
were on the way from Farrington Mar­ 
ket. 
Twelve men carrying 011 their 
heads panniers containing the apples, 
headed by the company's beadle in of­ 
ficial attire, then marched up to the 
Guildhall and laid their offerings bc - 
for the l>ord Mayor and Lady Mayor­ 
ess. each receiving in return a bottle 
of wine. 


The election of the Mayor of High 
Wycomb would 1101 be considered com­ 
plete unless 
he were “weighed 
in,” 
llis worship, as well as every member 
of the corporation, is placed 011 a pair 
of gigantic scales, and the result is en­ 
tered in a big book kept for the pur­ 
pose. 
This custom 
is said to 
date 
back to the reign of Edward I. 


The Mayor of Plymouth is forced by 
an old custom to visit at least once 
during his year of oilice the Lake of 
Barrator. 
When he journeys to the 
lake he Is followed by all the members 
of 
tho 
corporation. 
Reaching 
the 
banks, the procession forms up in two 
lines, and a couplo of ancient goblets 
are filled with w ater drawn from the 
•lake and passed round from mouth to 
mouth. 
The 
Mayor and 
corporation 
drink to the memory 
of Sir Francis 
Drake, who, when Mayor of Plymouth 
in 1581, brought water to the town by 
means of a canal spine twenty miles 
in length. 


After each person has.tasted the wa­ 
ter the goblets are filled with wine and 
the Mayor, 
holding 
one at 
arm ’s 
length, says: “May the descendants of 
him who gave us wrater never want 
wine,”

The Law Against Killing 


Deep Rooted Feeling A gainst Mur* 
der Exists in Alost A n im a ls..........

HERE is a deep-rooted feeling against m urder in most ani­ 
mals. 
Their senses tell them that this is one of their own 
race, and their instinct that, therefore, it is not lawful prey. 
New-born rattlesnakes will strike instantly at a stranger of 
any other species, but never at one of themselves. 
I have 
seen a young mink, still blind, suck at a m other cat till fed, 
then try to kill her. 
Though a blood-thirsty creature, it 
would never have attacked its own mother. 


Wild animals often fight for the mastery, usually over 
a question of mates, but in virtually 
all cases the fight is over when one 
yields. 
The vanquished can save himself either by submission or by flight. 
Whftt is commoner than to see the weaker of two -dogs disarm his conqueror 
by groveling on the ground? 
The victor in a fight between two cats is sat­ 
isfied when the foe flies; 
he will not pursue him tw enty yards. 
In 
either 
case, had the enemy been of another race, the victor would have followed 
and killed him. 


W hat makes the difference? 
Obviously not a reasoned-out conclusion, 
but a deep instinctive feeling—the recognition of the unwritten law against 
unnecessarily killing one’s own kind. 


There are doubtless exceptions 
to this. 
Cannibalism Is recorded 
of 
many species, but investigation shows that it is rare except in the lowest 
forms, and among creatures demoralized by domestication or captivity. 
Tho 
higher the animals are, tlui more repugnant does cannibalism become. 
It is 
seldom indulged in except under dire stress of famine. 
Nothing but actual 
starvation induced N ansen’s dogs to eat the flesh of their comrades, although 
it was offered to them in a disguised form. 
Experience shows me that it is 
useless to bait a wolf trap with a part of a dead wolf. 
His kinsmen ehun 
it in disgust, unless absolutely famished. 


Obviously 110 race can live by cannibalism, and this is instinctively recog­ 
nized by all the higher animals. 
I11 other words, the law against m urder has 
been hammered into them by natural selection, and so fully established that 
not only will they abstain from preying on one of their own tribe, but will 
rally to rescue one whose life is threatened. 
The fact that there are excep­ 
tional cases does not disprove the law among beasts any more than among 
men.—From The Century.

VALLEY FORGE MILLS. 


Old Landmarks That Are Crumbling 


Away. 


Now that the Valley Forge Park Is 
attracting a throng of visitors to the 
most famous historic grounds in the 
suburbs of Philadelphia, the destruc­ 
tion and 
general desolation 
which 
surround the famous old mills, which 
once made the place a thriving vil- 
liage, seem more pronounced. 
There 
are several of these mills still stand* 
ing, but some 
of them are simply 
crumbling away. 
And those that wero 
most famous in the past are utter 
wrecks at the present day. 


The shoddy mill, near the railroad 
station, is one of the most interesting 
of these structures. It was built at the 
time when shoddy first began to be 
used in 
manufacturing, 
by 
Henry 
Arthur. 
After the death of Arthur 
the mill was leased by John Senior, 
who made blankets and yarn there. 
It is claimed that Senior went out of 
the business when his lease expired, 
and the place has now been empty 
for more than twenty-five years. 


Lower down Valley Creek, and near­ 
er to the river, stands—or rather crum­ 
bles the old flour mill built by Nathan 
and Caleb Jones. 
They made flour 
in it until 1SG5, when Isaiah Knauer 
bought it and turned it into a paper 
mill. 
After some years John Penny- 
packer succeeded Isaiah Knauer, and 
I10 in turn was succeeded by a com­ 
pany which enlarged the mill and be­ 
gan on a huge scale lo make paper 
out of palm leaf. 


The palm leaf paper was to have 
been a wonderful and very lucrative 
stuff, but it showed, unfortunately, 
upon being made, certain imperfec­ 
tions in the form of little glazed spots. 
The company made every possible en­ 
deavor to do away with the glazed 
spots, but did not succeed. 
The con- 
corn gave up the mill, which was oc­ 
cupied by several other firms. About 
eleven years ago the last firm aban­ 
doned it, and it has been unoccupied 
ever since. One-half of the old struc­ 
ture is a complete ruin, the side wall 
having crumbled away, and the other 
half has taken on an air o f general 
dilapidation. 


In the roomy old structure know.11 as 
the Belfry Mill, because of its belfry­ 
like tower, woollens were made early 
the nineteenth century. Charles Ii. 
Rogers owned the mill and Col. W a­ 
ters who ran it iir&t, made Kentucky 
jeans. 
Others succeeded him, but the 
old Belfry Mill has now been idle, with 
the exception of a few monthg’ ex­ 
perimenting, for more than twenty 
years. 


Other old mills were once flourish­ 
ing in Valley Forge that are now en­ 
tirely demolished. 
Old residents tell 
of 
a gun factory where 
flintlock 
rifles and horse pistols were turned 
out, and of other famous old struc­ 
tures that did a flourishing business 
in the days when the place was a 
thriving village.- -Philadelphia Ledger.

A Sewing Screen. 


*A sewing screen is a useful adjunct 
to the sewing room, and may easily be 
made at home. It is twofold, each leaf 
being three feet wide and five feet iu 
height. 
The frame is stained to rep­ 
resent Flemish oak. 
The side is cov­ 
ered with dull green burlap, w ith a 
strip of flowered tapestry across the 
top. 
The other has a pocket eighteen 
inches deep at the base of each leaf, 
and a row of pockets nine inches deep 
across the top. 
These are made of 
cretonne, and are held in shape by 
elastic tope run in the hem. Across the 
middle of each leaf is a shelf nine 
inches broad, made of 
thin 
board, 
These shelves are held in place by 
gill chains suspending them at either 
end, and are easily let down when the 
screen is closed. 
A slender strip ru n ­ 
ning across above each shelf has short, 
upright bits of wire at intervals, which 
serve as spools and thimble holders. 
Needle-book and pincushions hang up­ 
on the frame. 
Place the screen at the 
right hand of the person sitting at the 
machine.—Home Herald.

For Tough Meats. 


In the m atter of cooking meats it Is 
well known, though the knowledge is 
not put into practice as often as it 
should be, that the more slowly it is 
boiled, the more tender and tasty it 
becomes. * A tough piece of meat, if al­ 
lowed to boil briskly for half an hour 
to set the surface albumen, then drawn 
back where It will barely simmer for 
several hours, or until perfectly ten­ 
der, then left to cool in the water in 
which it was boiled, will come out very 
tender, juicy and appetizing; while thrj 
same piece of meat, if kept 
rapidly 
boiling until it falls from the bone, 
then dished up, will still be tough, 
dry and tasteless. Simmering does not 
mean boiling, but the water must be 
kept at boiling heat, and a very little 
ebullition will attest to the fact that 
it is. 
Too much water must not be 
added at* first, and much of it may he 
allowed to evaporate, and in this way 
the remainder makes excellent gravy. 
The pot should be kept closed, to con­ 
fine the steam, and in this way the 
cooking* will be much more even. 
Try 
this method with 
your next tough 
piece of meat, or old fowl.—The Com­ 
moner.

Squash Cakes.—Bind 
cold 
boiled 
mashed squash with beaten ogg and a 
little flour. Season with salt, make in­ 
to cakes with the hands and fry on a 
pancake griddle th at has been 
well 
greased, turn to brown on both sides. 


Carrot Fritters.—Boil three large car­ 
rots until very soft, and mash fine. Stir 
in three tablespoon fills of sifted fiour, 
two beaten eggs, two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, a little salt and pepper, moisten 
with cream and beat well. 
Drop by 
tablespoonfuls into very hot fat. Drain 
011 brown paper and sprinkle with pow­ 
dered sugar. 


Beet Pudding.—W ith a brush clean 
three large blood beets, boil until quite 
tender, remove the skins and 
chop 
coarsely, about the size of peas. Add 
a pint of milk, two well-beaten eggs, 
a tablespoonful of soft butter, season 
to taste with pepper and salt, and a 
little sugar if you have a sweet tooth. 
Bake 15 or 20 minutes. 


Onions.—Peel medium-sized onions, 
boil 10 minutes, pour off water, add 
boiling water to cover. 
When a little 
more than half tender skim out, drain, 
put into a well-buttered granite basin, 
dot with bits of butter, season to taste 
with salt and white pepper, 
Sprinkle 
freely with finely chopped cheese and 
bake 20 minutes or until the onions 
are soft. 


Sausage With Apples.-—Is not a vege­ 
table dish, but as it is very appetizing 
the method of preparing is given. Make 
sausage meat into little rolls about two 
inches long. 
W ith an apple corer re­ 
move the cores from firm-fleshed, mild, 
tart apples, arrange on a deep granite 
pie tin, put a sausage roll into each 
apple and bake until the apples are 
soft but not to lose their shape, 


Potatoes a la Princess.—Peel, boil, 
mash, season highly with cream, but­ 
ter, salt and pepper, pack firmly while 
warm in a rather deep, well-buttered 
tin. When cold and firm, invert in an­ 
other tin, but in small slices, half or 
three-quarters of an inch thick, dip in 
melted butter, then In beaten egg, place 
in a buttered tin and bake 10 minutes 
in a hot oven. 
A pancake lifter or 
shovel will aid in keeping the slices en­ 
tire, 


Potato Disks.—To hot mashed pota­ 
toes, seasoned as for the table, 
add 
two beaten egtjs and a little flour. Mix 
with it half the quantity of cold, chop­ 
ped beef, ham or chicken. 
Flour the 
molding board, roll out the potato mix­ 
ture three-quarters of an inch thick, 
cut with a large round cooking cut­ 
ter, arrange on a fiat surface, sprinkle 
lightly with bread crumbs, and bake 
until brown.

Ssvlngs Banks Insurance. 


The Massachusetts Legislature last 


year authorized savings banks un- 
der proper restrictions to enter the 
life insurance business, and the first 
bank to take advantage of the law 
is that cf which ex-Governor Douglas 
is President. 
The legislation was 


urged both by organized labor and 
by the representatives of capital, and 
much is expected of the 
new idea. 


At a lime when various hanking and 
insurance reforms are under discus- 
sion, it is interesting to note what 
the Massachusetts law provides. 


The act permits banks to establish 


insurance departments for the bene- 
fit cf depositors, to issue policies for 
not more than §500. and to make an- 
nuity contracts not to exceed ?200.

Warblers and Caterpillars. 


The enormous number 
of insects 


that breeding warblers must secure 
to feed their young may be inferred 
from the fact that each young bird 
requires fully half its cwn weight of 
insects each day. As the young are 
fed very largely on caterpillars, and 
as they are reared at a time when 
these insects are most plentiful, there 
is no doubt regarding the restraining 
influence exerted upon the increase of 
such insect life throughout the Xorth 
Temperate zone by a family of birds 
so abundant and widely distributed 
as the warblers.

"The use of explosives should be 


thoroughly regulated by law. In ail

proved to be reasonably free from the 
danger cf igniting explosive gas mix- 
tures.

Geological Expert Thinks Use of High 


Explosives Should Be Guarded. 


" T h a t the large n u m b e r of coal mino 
accidents, three of which have happen- 
ed in W e s t Virginia recently, a r e duo 
to lack of care, and could be prevent- 
ed by proper legislation,'* is tho opin- 
ion of Joseph A. Holmes, in charge of 
the Technological branch of tho Unit- 
ed States Geological Survey, stopping 
at tho Knickerbocker 
Hotel. 


Mr, Holmes has recently completed 
a thorough investigation into the sub- 
ject, and ho has come to the conclusion 
from having 
the 
bare 
facts 
s t a r i n g 
him in t h e face 
that t h e great 
in- 
crease in the production of coal dur- 
ing the last decade and the related in- 
rionso in the number of men employed 
In t h e work does not account for the 
largo increase in tho n u m b e r of deaths. 


"In all countries except t h e United 
States tlie use of high explosives 
in 
excessive chargcs 
is prohibited 
b y 
law," said Mr. Holmes in 
discussing 
the subject. 
"Abroad, deilnite 
limits 
nre set to tho a m o u n t of any explosive 
that m a y be used. 


"Although 
these 
regulations 
w e r e 
framed with the object of preventing 
gas explosions, it is believed that they 
have been of m a r k e d effect in prevent- 
ing accidents from falls of roofs and 
of coal» as the very great 
disturbing 
and j a r r i n g effect exerted by the ef- 
fect of large a m o u n t s of explosives in 
a mine, is believed to be one of 
the 
most important causcs of the falls of 
roofs. 


" T h e actual fail of the rock or tho 
coal m a y not occur at the time of the 
firing 
of t h e charge, 
but tho 
heavy 
shots weaken tho wall or tho roof and 
s t a r t cracks that impair the support of 
the rock, so that 
m o n t h s a f t e r 
t h e 
D'last without warning t h e roof falls. 


"In no country in the M'orld are tho 
natural conditions so favorable for the 
extraction of coal 
as in the 
United 
States, but in spito of this fact 
the 
number of lives 'lost per 1.000 is larger 
than in 
any other 
country. 
U n l e s s 
m e a n s 
are 
taken 
to counteract 
this 
the death rate will grow larger. 


"Now, for some of the 
preventives 
of accidents that 
v^'ould 'largely de- 
crease the death rate. 
T h e r e 
should 
be provisions for t h e examination 
of 
safety lamps at regular intervals 
by 
some 
competent 
person 
to see 
that 
they are kept in safe condition, 
and 
there should bo regulations for 
pre- 
venting the person not authorized 
to 
do so from opening tho lock on any 
safety lamp. 
This is a law in foreign 
countries, 
and 
should 
be m a d e 
so 
here, 


" T h e 
use 
of explosives 
should 
be 
thoroughly 
regulated 
by law. 
In 
all 
I'::uropean 
coal-producing 
countries 
laws have been m a d e forbidding t h e 
use of tho more dangerous explosives 
in all mines in which f;re-damp is li- 
able to be found, and the use in such 
mines 
of explosives t h a t have 
been 
proved to be reasonably f r e e f r o m the 
danger of igniting explosive gas mix- 
tures. 


"Regulations 
enforced 
in 
Great 
Britain provide t h a t in all mines 
in 
v>'hich inliammable gas is present 
or 
h a s been found in dangerous 
quanti- 
ties within the previous three months 
all charges of explosives shall be iiied 
by a competent person, teimed a shot 
firer. 


"By this method the c h a rg e s a r e fill- 
ed at a time when but few m e n a r e in 
the mine, and accordingly, if a 
fire- 
damp explosion occurs, f e w e r lives a r e 
lost than if the minor fired the shots 
at a time w h e n other m i n e r s w e r e in 
the workings. 


"Still another factor of g r e a t e r im- 
portance is. that the shot firer, through 
constant experience, soon becomes us- 
ed to the proper use of explosives, and 
also learns to 
charge the holes and 
fire t h e m in the safest Avay possible. 


"At t h e present time several 
elec- 
trical 
shot-firing 
devices a r e 
being 
tested, with some promise of effecting 
a considerable 
saving in 
life. 
T h e 
main principle of these devices is t h e 
firing 
of the charges one a f t e r another 
a t proper time intervals. 


" T h e watering of the sides and roof 
of coal-mine passageways 
h a s 
been 
found to be of material benefit in pre- 
venting 
local 
ignitions 
of 
coal 
dust 
from 
becoming general."—New 
York 
Times.

lifying lens.

tened to (ho lower end of the

telescope 
of 
cightoon-inch 
lens, 
and 
cach of the many little images shown 
on t h e plates was taken 
separately. 
T h e telescope was a d j u s t e d so that the 
planet w a s in tho center of tho c a m e r a 
field; 
then the plate holder 
c a r r y i n g 
the sensitive plate was placed in the 
carrier of the planetary c a m e r a 
and 
set in position for tho first image, the 
slide then being drawn f r o m the plato 
holder. 
A 
bulb 
in 
tho 
right 
h a n d 
opened tho shutter of the c a m e r a , al- 
lowing tho light from t h e 
planet 
to 
fall on tho 
sensitive 
plato, with 
a n 
exposure of about two seconds. T h e n 
a bulb in the loft hand 
shifted 
the 
plate 
a quarter 
of an 
inch 
for 
the 
succeeding imago; and so on through 
t h e entire series of images t a k e n on 
one plate. 
Sometimes the plato 
was 
a r r a n g e d 
to shift f r o m r i g h t to left 
and sometimes in a vertical direction. 


Inasmuch as the photographs 
were 
m a d e at night, virtually no light ex- 
cept that from Mars r o a r h e d the plate,

Savings Banks Insurance. 


The Massachusetts Legislature last 
year authorized savings banks tin­ 
der proper restrictions to enter the 
life insurance business, and the first 
bank to take advantage of the law 
is that of which ex-Governor Douglas 
is President. 
The legislation was 
urged both by organized labor and 
by the representatives of capital, and 
much is expected of the 
new idea. 
At a time when various banking and 
insurance reforms are under discus­ 
sion, it is interesting to note what 
the Massachusetts law provides. 


The act permits banks to establish 
insurance departments for the bene­ 
fit of depositors, to issue policies for 
not more than $500, and to make an­ 
nuity contracts not to exceed $200. 
There are to be no agents nor col­ 
lectors, and any profits to be divided 
among annuitants and policyholders. 
The banks undertaking this line of bus­ 
iness, furnish proper guarantees, and 
the State assumes general supervi­ 
sion. 


Warblers and Caterpillars.

Geological Expert Thinks Use of High 


Explosives Should Be Guarded. 


“That the large number of coal mino 
accidents, three of which have happen­ 
ed in W est Virginia recently, are duo 
to lack of care, and could be prevent­ 
ed by proper legislation,** is tlio opin­ 
ion of Joseph A. Holmes, in charge of 
the Technological branch of the Unit­ 
ed States Geological Survey, stopping 
at tho Knickerbocker Hotel. 


Mr. Holmes has recently completed 
a thorough investigation into the sub­ 
ject, and he has come to the conclusion 
from having the bare facts staring 
him in the face 
that the great in­ 
crease in the production of coal dur­ 
ing the last decade and the related in- 
ciease in the number of men employed 
in the work does not account for the 
largo increase in the number of deaths. 


“In all countries except the United 
States the use of high explosives in 
excessive charges 
is prohibited 
by 
law,“ said Mr. Holmes in discussing 
the subject. 
“Abroad, definite limits 
are set to tho amount of any explosive 
that may be used. 


“Although these regulations were 
framed with the object of preventing 
gas explosions, it is believed that they 
have been of marked effect in prevent­ 
ing accidents from falls of roofs and 
of coal, as the very great disturbing 
and jarring effect exerted by the ef­ 
fect of large amounts of explosives in 
a mine, is believed to be one of the 
most important causes of the falls of 
roofs. 


“The actual fall of the rock or the 
coal may not occur at the time of the 
firing of the charge, 
but the heavy 
shots weaken the wall or the roof and 
start cracks that impair the support of 
the rock, so that 
months after the 
clast without warning the roof falls. 


“In no country in the world are the 
natural conditions so favorable for the 
extraction of coal 
as in the United 
States, but in spite of this fact the 
number of lives ’lost per 1,000 is larger 
than in 
any other 
country. 
Unless 
means are taken to counteract this 
the death rate will grow larger. 


“Now, for some of the preventives 
of accidents that 
would largely de­ 
crease the death rate. 
There should 
be provisions for the examination of 
safety lamps at regular intervals by 
some competent person to see that 
they are kept in safe condition, and 
there should bo regulations for pre­ 
venting the person not authorized to 
do so from opening the lock on any 
safety lamp. 
This is a law in foreign 
countries, and 
should be made 
so 
here. 


“The use of explosives should be 
thoroughly regulated by law. 
In all 
Hill rope an 
coal-producing 
countries 
laws have been made forbidding the 
use of the more dangerous explosives 
in all mines in which fire-damp is li­ 
able to be found, and the use in such 
mines of explosives that have been 
proved to be reasonably free from the 
danger of igniting explosive gas mix­ 
tures. 


“Regulations 
enforced 
in 
Great 
Britain provide that in all mines in 
which inflammable gas is present or 
has been found in dangerous Quanti­ 
ties within the previous three months 
all charges of explosives shall be fired 
by a competent person, teimed a shot 
firor. 


“By this method the charges are fir­ 
ed at a time when but few men are in 
the mine, and accordingly, if a fire­ 
damp explosion occurs, fewer lives are 
lost than if the miner fired the shots 
at a time when other miners were in 
the workings. 


“Still another factor of greater im­ 
portance is. that the shot firer, through 
constant experience, soon becomes us­ 
ed to the proper use of explosives, and 
also learns to 
charge the holes and 
fire them in the safest way possible. 


“At the present time several elec­ 
trical shot-firing 
devices are 
being 
tested, with some promise of effecting 
a considerable 
saving in 
life. 
The 
main principle of these devices is the 
firing of the charges one after another 
at proper time intervals. 


“The watering of the sides and roof 
of coal-mine passageways 
has been 
found to be of material benefit in pre­ 
venting local ignitions of coal dust 
from becoming general.“—New York 
Times.

PHOTOGRAPHING MAMS. 


Interesting Details of the Making of 
the Andes Photographs. 


The AJ.ides photographs of Mars 
were made with a large planetary 
camera which carries with it an amp­ 
lifying lens. 
This camera was fas­ 
tened to the lower end of the large 
tclescope of cighteen-inch lens, and 
each of the many little images shown 
on the plates was taken separately. 
The telescope was adjusted so that the 
planet was in the center of tho camera 
field; then the plate holder carrying 
the sensitive plate was placed in the 
carrier of the planetary camera and 
set in position for the first image, the 
slide then being drawn from the plato 
holder. 
A bulb in the right hand 
opened the shutter of the camera, al­ 
lowing the light from the planet to 
fall on the sensitive plate, with an 
exposure of about two seconds. Then 
a bulb in the left hand shifted the 
plate a quarter of an inch for the 
succeeding image; and so on through 
the entire series of images taken on 
one plate. 
Sometimes the plate was 
arranged to shift from right to left 
and sometimes in a vertical direction. 


Inasmuch as the photographs were 
made at night, virtually no light ex­ 
cept that from Mars reafhed the plate, 
and the latter was not incapacitated 
by one exposure from receiving othOr 
sensitive impressions. 
About half an 
hour was consumed in taking the 
sixty imnsrrs on some of the plates, 
and eight or ten plate were exposed 
in one night’s work. 
In all about ten 
thousand negative images were taken. 
The plates hero reproduced represent 
the work that 
was done under the 
most favorable conditions of atmos­ 
phere. 
The one of July 1J, taken dur­ 
ing the nearest approach of the plan­ 
et to the earth, was at a distance of 
3S,500,000 miles. 
When Mars was at 
or near tlm zenith, it wju necessary 
for me to lie on my back while tak­ 
ing the photographs. 


As the best 
“seeing” occurs in 
“flashes,” the successive images on 
the same negative may differ some­ 
what in wealth of finer detail; 
to 
the skilled e>e all show the larger 
canals with remarkable 
clearness, 
though the more delicate details are 
lost in reproduction. Of the ten thou­ 
sand separate images of the planet 
none is destitute of canals, and in 
some cases as many as twenty-five 
or thirty canals have been counted in 
a single image. 
Several of the pre­ 
viously observed double canals show 
their duality on the plates taken dur­ 
ing the intervals of best atmospheric 
conditions. 


This has been only the second op­ 
position of Mars during which the can­ 
als have been successfully photograph­ 
ed. 
The first and only previous suc­ 
cessful 
photographic 
impressions of 
of tho canals were obtained 
at 
the 
Lowell observatory, Flagstaff, Arizona, 
during the opposition of 19<>5, through 
the thought and skill of Mr. C. O. 
Lampland. 
Two years will 
elapse 
before another oposition of tho plan­ 
et, when it makes a still nearer ap­ 
proach to the earth, and after that 
no favorable opposition will occur for 
a period of fifteen years.—E. C. Slip- 
her in the Century.
